Frequently girls ignorant of what 
is necessary for acquiring a college 
scholarship, believe that striving for 
such scholarships should be left to 
the extraordinary scholars of the 
school. The necessary requirements 
are as follows: 

1. A 94% Regents average is es¬ 
sential above all else. 

2. A passing mark in the 4-year 
English Regents. 

3. A passing mark in the Plane 
Geometry Regents. 

4. A passing mark in either In¬ 
termediate or Advanced Algebra Re¬ 
gents. 

5. A passing mark in either 3 
years of Language or Science Re¬ 
gents. 

6. A passing mark in the Ameri¬ 
can History Regents. 

All students are requested to strive 
for higher Regents marks, and to 
make sure that they are taking the 
correct subjects to be eligible for 
this scholarship. The winner of a 
Regents scholarship receives $100 
each year for four years a^; any 
college she cares to attend.

President of City Council Speaks 
To Audience, Stressing 
Flag’s Importance

Justice Pelham St. George Bissell, 
President of the Sons of the Revolu¬ 
tion, in delivering the opening ad¬ 
dress, emphasized that the strength 
of the United States lies in the old- 
fashioned patriotism that celebrates 
Flag Day. 

Audience Greeeted 

Greetings by the Honorable George 
L. Genung followed the President’s 
address. In his speech, Mr. Genung 
cited the flag as the majestic symbol 
of freedom in a democratic govern¬ 
ment. 

Flag Day Established 

Flag Day as a national institution 
was originated by the Sons of the 
Revolution, revealed the Honorable 
Edwin C. Lewis. He stated that at 
present there is a revival of loyalty 
following the period of weakened 
spirit caused by false teachings of 
those who adopted internationalism. 
He declared that “patriotism has to 
be a ‘must’” 

The last speaker was an unexpect¬ 
ed guest—the President of the New 
York City Council, Newbold Morris, 
who is a descendant of a signer of 
the Declaration of Independence. He 
expressed the view that “America is 
God’s last chance to make a world.”

Park Department 
Opens Skating Rink 

Tho Department of Parks an¬ 
nounces the roller skating rink at the 
City Building, Flushing Meadow 
Park, Queens, opened for the 1941- 
42 season Sunday afternoon, Septem¬ 
ber 14, 1941, at two o'clock. 

Since the rink closed last spring, 
several improvements have been 
made to make this sport more at¬ 
tractive and enjoyable to patrons. In 
order to have the waiting lines form 
within tho building instead of out¬ 
side, the checking counter has been 
moved to the end of the building. 
The floor of the rink has been re¬ 
surfaced and for the convenience of 
tired skaters, a railing has been 
placed around three sides to permit 
them to rest, and still bo protected 
from patrons on the floor. In addi¬ 
tion, there has been installed a new 
loud speaker system which will be 
further supplemented with an organ. 

The rink will be operated on the 
following schedule: Afternoon ses¬ 
sions, admission 20c, Saturdays, Sun¬ 
days and holidays, 2:00 to 6:00 P.M.;
